EDITORIAL COMMENT 


A Weak and Useless Measure 


I 


T is quite plain that President Roosevelt after 


backing and filling on rate legislation ever 


since congress convened, has at last landed in 
the net of the corporation crowd headed by Aid- 
rich, et als. In a telegram) to the Pennsylvania 
State Grange, in answer to an urgent appeal to 
stand firm, the president unequivocally and irre- 
vocably takes upon himself the responsibility for 
the so-called Allison court review amendment to 
the bill, which feature robs the measure of what 
little merit it might have possessed" originally. 
Mor,eover he makes the astounding declaration 
that it expresses die attitude he has taken from 
the first. In view of this startling announcement, 
is it any wonder that the most ardent admirers'of 
President Roosevelt are beginning to question 
whether he really knows where he stands on "any 
matter of government policy.

When it is understood 
that the Allison 


amendment is hailed as a Victory for the railway 
interests, and has t!he united support of all the 
corporation senators, the full import of the Pres- 
ident's complete \surrender can be gauged in a 
way that should place him and the Republican 
party on record in such a manner that the re- 
sponsibility for the'fiasco cannot be dodged. 


Earlier in the session an attempt was made to 


make the railway rate bill-a non-partisan meas- 
ure, but it is now very evident that it is the pur- 
pose to force it through the senate as a purely 
Republican measure.
